Mat it please yodr Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit the following Report and Tables concerning Irish 
Agricultural Labourers who habitually seek employment at a distance from their own 
homes, especially in England and Scotland. These Tables, which set forth the 
information on the subject obtained at the homes of the migratory labourers by the 
enumerators of agricultural statistics, are in continuation of those presented annually 
since the year 1880, and are comparable with the statistics of Migratory Labourers 
published in the Report on the Census of Ireland for 1S41. 

It appears from the Tables that there were in June of this year 18,910 persons, 
or 4 - 0 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, who either had left 
or intended to leave their homes tq seek employment as agricultural labourers else- 
where : of these, 3,614 had not left their homes at the time of the enumeration. The 
corresponding number for 1898 was 17,902, showing an increase of 1.008 in the present 
year.

As in previous Reports, the chief points of interest with regard to migratory 
agricultural labourers may be dealt with under the following heads : 

I. Their distribution in Ireland when at home. 

II. Their relative proportion to the population : 

(a.) To the total population ; 

(6.) To the adult male population. 

III. Their social position -when at home as measured by the estent ot tneir holdings, 

if any. 

TV. Their destination. a 2 
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They were distributed among the various Poor Law Unions in Mavo ; the principal 
being Swineford, 4,198; Claremorris, 1,866 ; Westport, 1,646 ; and Castlebar, 1,311 
(see Table II. and Table in Appendix). In 1S41 also, Mayo was the principal source of 
these migratory labourers. The numbers furnished bv the other counties of 
Connaught in 1899, are Galway, 2,062; Roscommon, 2*021 (including 1.692 from 
Castlereagh Union) ; Sligo, 923 ; Leitrim, 359. 

The next province in importance, as to the supply of migratory labourers, is Ulster. 
The total number furnished by Ulster is 2,934 : of these, 2,597 (or 83 '5 per eent.V 
arc natives of the county of Donegal. The numbers furnished by the various Poor Law- 
Unions in thiscountyinclude— Plenties, 1,226 ; Dunfanaghy, 715; Millford,2S2; Inishowen, 
241, the other unions furnishing but small numbers. It will be observed that the 
numbers for the four unions named make a total of 2,464, showing that nearly all 
the migratory labourers of Donegal and nearly 84 per cent, of all from Ulster are 
natives of the very limited area along the Donegal coast comprised in these four 
unions. Of the Ulster counties the next in order to Donegal is Armagh, which 
furnishes 185, of whom 117 are natives of Newry Union. The county of Cavan 
furnishes 41 ; Down, 34; Monaghan, 29; Antrim, 18 ; Tyrone, 17 ; and Londonderry. 13. 
There were no migratory labourers from Fermanagh. 


The province of Munster furnishes 319. They are distributed as follows -.—Kerry 
County, 244; Cork, 48; Limerick, 26; and Tipperary, I. There were no migratory 
labourers from Clare or Waterford. 

The province of Leinster furnishes only 100 migratory labourers. Those are natives 
of the counties of Longford, Louth, Wexford, Kildare, and Kilkenny, which respectively 
furnisli 72, 22, 4, 1 and 1. There are this year no migratory labourers from the other 
counties in Leinster. 


Comparing the foregoing analysis with the corresponding returns for the year 1S9S, 
it will he observed that the total number of migratory labourers has increased by 1 .Qua. 
In the province of Leinster the numbers show a decrease of 50, or 33 3 pet cent. , iv. 
Munster an increase of 165, or 107T per cent. In these two provinces the numbers were 
so small in 1898 and 1899 that they could not have any appreciable effect on the social 
condition of the labouring classes or on the labour market In L ister the urn

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In Munster the highest rate per 1,000 is 1*4 in Kerry ; no Migratory Labourers have 
been returned for Clare or Waterford, and in the other counties of this province the 
numbers are so small that they are not likely to have any important general effect. 

In Leinster the respective rates for Longford and Louth are 1*4 and 0 - 3 per 1,000. 
No Migratory Labourers have been returned for Carlow, Dublin, King’s, Meath, 
Queen’s^ Westmeath, or Wicklow, and only four for Wexford, one for Kildare, and one 
for Kilkenny. 

The following are, therefore, the counties in which the influence of the migration 
of labourers is most likely to be felt : — 

Mayo, . . . 46-6 per 1,000. • Galway, . . 9'8 per 1,000. 

Roscommon, . . 17*3 per 1,000. Sligo, . . 9 '8 per 1,000. 

Donegal, . 14 - 0 per 1,000. | 

In Leitrim the number (4'6 per 1,000) appears to be sufficiently large to produce 
an appreciable effect.

III . — 'llu social position of the Irish Migratory Labourer at home is best estimated by 
the fact of liis being or not being a landholder ; and, if a landholder, by the extent of his 
holding. Table IV. contains the required information, from which it appears that of the 
18,910 Irish migratory labourers 14,513 or 76 7 per cent, are not landholders. The

A. further reference to Table IV. will show that it is only in Connaught that any 
considerable number of migratory labourers hold farms exceeding an area of fifteen 
acres. In considering this point the low value of the land in many parts of Connaught 
must be borne in mind. 

It will he found on analysis by counties and unions that the condition of the 
migratory labourers in relation to the land bears pretty much the same ratio as when 
considered by provinces : the proportions no doubt vary within small limits, as will ,be 
in e i'qVl?

It appears that 75 -8 per cent, sought work in England, 22 o per cent, in Scotland, 
and 1 *7 per cent, in Ireland. 

A comparison of the provinces shows that in Leinster of the 100 labourers, 72 sought 
employment in Great Britain, and 2S in Ireland. 

In Munster, of the 319 labourers, 173 sought work in Great Britain, and 146, or 45-3 
per cent., merely migrated to some part of Ireland. 

In Ulster, of the 2,934 labourers, 2,811 sought work in Great Britain (148 m England, 
and 2,663 in Scotland), and L23, or 4*2 per cent., sought employment m Ireland. 

Iu Connaught, of the 15,557 labourers, 15,528 sought work in Great Britain (only 1.422 
of these in Scotland), and but 29, or 0’2 per cent, in Ireland. 


The Chairman of the Midland Great Western Bailway has, with his usual kindness, 
furnished the statistics of " Harvestmen ” travelling over ttat Co “ff ,he 
Dublin, which will he found in the Appendix, p. If, and ■ the ; author, tas v the 
Waterford, Limerick and Western Railway have also courteously , 

regarding Harvestmen booked from their stations. The customary "Auras tr 
various provincial ports have been collected by the emigration enumerators, and a 
summary thereof is given on page 16. 

From the two statements referred to (the Railway and Port Stetisti<^it wodd appear 
that 38,401 labourera travelled as Passengers journeying to seek employment at a 
distance from their homes. £ 
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It will be observed that this number is much greater than the number of migratory 
labourers shown in the Tables compiled from the Returns made by the Enumerators 
of Agricultural Statistics. In considering this difference there are many facts to be- 
borae in mind. Thus, a large number of the agricultural labourers who migrate 
annually to England pay two visits, and this is an element which it is impossible 
accurately to eliminate from the emigration and railway returns: on inquiry at the 
Midland Great Western Railway I have been informed that, “about 2,000 go twice each 
year,” but the Emigi’ation Returns contain no information on this point. Again, there 
are doubtless many persons who, at the time of the collection of the information by the 
Enumerators of Agricultural Statistics, did not intend to migrate, but whom cir- 
cumstances subsequently led to do so, and it is equally probable that the Emigration 
Returns include many persons who are town labourers, not agi'icultural labourers.
